WASHINGTON, March 24.—(A) 
The Navy announced today 18 
casualties in Navy forces, includ- 
ing two dead and 16 missing. 

At the same time the Navy cor- 
rected previous casualty listings in 
a number of instances. 

This brings to 24,531 the total of 
Navy, Marine Corps 
Guard casualties reported to next 
of kin since December 7, 1941.

UNITED STATES EIGHTH AIR 
FORCE HEADQUARTERS IN 
ENGLAND, March 24.--()— 
American Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators destroyed 80 Axis 
planes at the cost of five, probably 
shot down another 29 and dam- 
aged 32 others in particularly ef- 
fective bombing attacks on Vege- 
sack near Bremen last Friday and 
Wilhelmshaven Monday.

“American bombers can go to 
any target in Germany and beat 
off fighters on their way there and 
on the way back,” he said. “I an- 
ticipate that we will have a big 
enough force by midsummer so 
we won’t give a damn. whether 
they know we are coming or not. 
The more they put up, the more 
we'll knock down.” 

He declared that the raid on 
Vegesack, an industrial waterfront 
center near Bremen, marked the 
end of the experimental stage of 
high-altitude precision bombings 
by daylight and that the United 
States assaults on the German war 
potential would be stepped up. 

Night Bombing. 

Moreover, he said the heavy- 
weights were being equipped for 
night bombings to join the satura- 
tion attacks of the RAF. New 
bombers coming off United States 
production lines shortly will be 
“bigger and faster and carry three 
to four times the bomb load and 
they will be better defensively,” 
Eaker said. 

The Americans have conducted 
51 operations against Hitler’s con- 
tinental establishments and de- 
stroyed 356 Axis planes against 
the loss of 90 bombers, Eaker said, 
adding that this proved that Amer- 
ican daylight bombing tactics were 
practical and could be pursued 
well within the reasonably ex- 
pectable ratio of losses and gains.

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Nazi Bombers Pound 


Scotland as Toll in 
English Town Grows 


LONDON, Thursday, March 25.—(AP)—For the first time 
in weeks Nazi bombers raided Scotland early today after a 
raid Wednesday on a southeastern English town where more 


than 12 persons were killed. 

Incendiaries were dropped in 
southeastern Scotland as the CGer- 
man bombers cut through intense 
antiaircraft fire toward central 
Scotland. 

In the southeastern English 
town the death toll was reported 
rising as more victims were being 
discovered in the debris of flat- 
tened buildings, homes and a 
school. 

Residents said the number of 
injured was “considerable,” and 
that the short attack by more than 
a dozen raiders was “one of the 
heaviest the town has suffered.” 

Allied fighters struck at rail- 
way communications in France 
during the day and at dusk Mos- 
quito bombers, Britain's fastest 
bombcarriers, hammered railway 
targets in northwest Germany. 
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One fighter is missing, a com- 
munique said. 

In the raid on England, a bomb 
demolished a school only seconds 
after the 300 pupils had been sent 
to shelters. 

Fire-fighting units from neigh- 
boring cities were called to con- 
trol a number of large fires. 


A workshop was hit directly, 
with a large number of casualties. 
Two of the raiders were destroy- 
ed, one by fighter planes and one 
by antiaircraft fire, and a third 
German plane was destroyed by 
RAF fighters off the northeast 
coast of Scotland this afternoon. 

The sweeps over France by Al- 
lied craft today followed night at- 
tacks by RAF fighters over north- 
west Germany and occupied ter- 
ritory to hammer at communica- 
tions, and at least eight locomo- 
tives were reported shot up. One 
British plane —_ lost.

There was some _ speculation, 
however, that a presidential veto 
was in store for this legislation 
and for a bill passed by the house 
last Friday calling for the _ in- 
clusion of increases in farm labor 
costs since 1909-14 in calculating 
parity. This latter bill has been 
assailed by opponents with the 
assertion it would bring an in- 
crease of 16 per cent in retail food 
prices. 

The assertion that the benefit 
payment bill would boost food 
prices about 7 per cent came from 
Representative Kean, Republican, 
New Jersey, who said the estimates 


/were made by the Office of Price 


Administration. In view of the 
tended the nation’s food bill will 
go up $5,000,000,000 if the Steagall 
bill. becomes law.

The figures, which show the in- 
creasing difficulties Germany is 
facing in an effort to keep abreéast 
of the Allies in air power, do not

Among the causes of the de- 
cline, he listed inferior labor, due 
to the replacement of skilled men 
with inexperienced women and in- 
different foreign hands; bottle- 
neck in transportation of coal and 
iron; undernourishment of work- 
ers, which after three years is be 
ginning to result in a marked loss 
of efficiency, and, finally, the dis- 
location of war economy caused 
by paralyzing RAF raids. 

The industrial expert said he 
thought Air Minister Sir Archibald 
Sinclair’s recent statement in the 
British house of commons gave a 
good picture of the real effects 
produced by RAF bombings of 
German industry.

The idea of censorship is, of 
course, to withhold information 
that might prove of value to the 
enemy, and with that idea no one 
will quarrel. However, it is on 
the question of what constitutes 
information of value to the enemy 
that Army censorship displays its 
dumbness, and, I might add, Navy 
censorship, too. 

In this war practically all in- 
formation seems to be deemed of 
possible value to the enemy and 
the result is the entire situation 
is shrouded in such mystery as to 
make it practically a private war. 

The war correspondents with 
our own American forces are 
given little leeway in writing 
their stories, hence we have had p> 
few of the detailed and golorful | 
dispatches that are permitted out pP 
of Russia, and from other battle 
fronts. The upshot, in my opin- 
ion, is the loss of a great uplift- 
ing influence for morale at home. 


N World War I, the correspond- 
ents with our troops were per- 
mitted to write about the various 
divisions taking part in the action 
and about the units and individ- 
uals thereof, and in fact every 
division had its own correspond- 
ents from newspapers in the sec- 
tion of the nation the division 
represented, and the people at 
home felt they were in direct 
touch wtih their boys at the front.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—(AP)—The presidents of CIO 


and AFL tangled today over the extent of jurisdictional dis- 
putes, but agreed to reopen negotiations to end “union raid- 


ing,” the maneuver by which one union seeks to oust another | 


from representation of workers. 


The agreement came at the close | 
of a four-hour hearing in which 
the union chiefs declared the pres- | 
ent relationship of wages to liv- 
ing costs is unsatisfactory. 

William Green, who had’ com- 
plained in behalf of the American | 
Federation of Labor against 
“raids” he said the CIO had in- 
stituted against AFL unions at 
Kaiser shipyards, walked up be- 
side Philip Murray, of the CIO, 
and proposed to sign an antiraid- | 
ing agreement immediately “with 
my friend, Phil.” 

Murray demurred, saying Green | 
lacked authority to sign without 
the AFL executive council’s appro- 
val, but agreed to a meeting at 
which they will seek a basis of ac- 
tion. 

Earlier Green told the commit- 
tee he knew of “at least two doz- 
en” raids instituted by CIO unions

3-B Status 
In Draft 


Is Clarified 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—(P) | 


Who’s a 3-B in the draft? 

In a recent appeal to the Presi- 
dent from a 1-A draft classifica- 
tion a baker’s helper earning $20 
a week was reclassified to 3-B. 

Nobody contended he was a 
necessary individual. The 3-B 
classification was given him sim- 
ply because he had dependents 
and his job, although not essen- 
tial in itself, was in an essential 
activity. 

This case, officials here say, 
pointed up one of the most wide- 
spread misunderstandings by lo- 
cal draft boards of instructions 
sent them by national headquar- 
ters. 

Many boards appear to believe 
that a man with dependents can’t 
be classed 3-B unless he is an 
essential individual.

Here’s the way Se- 
lective Service Chief Lewis B. 
Hershey summed up the rule that 
has been in effect since last 
August 15: 

“In considering the classifica- 
tion of registrants with depend- 
ents, it is not necessary to deter- 
mine whether or not the regis- 
trant is a ‘necessary man’ but only 
to determine whether or not he is 
engaged in an essential activity. 

“If he is not, he is classified in 


Class 3-A; if he is, then he is 
classified in Class 3-B.” 

One state headquarters, finding 
its boards still were making mis- 
classifications, sent out instruc- 
tions this month putting it this 
way: 

“Any Class 3 registrant with 
dependents ... who is engaged in 
a civilian activity necessary to win 
production or which is supporting 
the war effort MUST (the “must” 
was underscored) be classified in 
3-B.” 


Not Just War Work. 


It further points out that this 
didn’t mean just bomber plants, 
shipyards and the like, but activi- 
ties ““‘which provide food, clothing, 
shelter, health, safety and other 
requisites of our daily life.” 

The 3-A classification, it noted, 
is for those with dependents, but 
not engaged in essential activities. 

“The distinction is important 
because, in reclassifying Class 3 
registrants ... the cases of those 
in 3-A must be considered and 
exhausted before the cases of 
those in 3-B can be taken up,” 
the notice said. 

Continuing the discussion of 
misclassifications, the instructions 
cited as “one typical recent case” 
that of “a newspaper reporter 
who was reclassified from 3-A to 
1-A.” 

“He was unquestionably entitled 
to a 3-B classification because 
the publication of newspapers has 
been certified as an activity con- 
tributing to the war effort under 
Occupational Bulletin No. 27,” the 
instructions said. 

Only One Exception. 
“Had he been reclassified from 
3-A to 2-B in the first instance, as 
he should have been, he would not 
have been called for induction for 
some time to come.” 

There is an exception from the 
ruling that any man with depend- 
ents in an essential activity should 
be in 3-B, and this is men whose 
jobs were listed February 2 as 
“nondeferrable,” regardless of de- 
pendents. Elevator operators, for 
example, are nondeferrable. 

Men who are individually es- 
sential go into Class 2—it’s 2-A if 
their activity is considered essen- 
tial to support of the war effort, 
and 2-B if their activity is rated 
essential to war production. 

As between men in Class 3-A 
and those in Class 3-B, the order

Keep 
the under leg still and swing the 
upper leg out in front for momen- 
tum, then away up and out in 
back. With éach backward swing 
you should feel a 
tightening of the muscles on the 
back of the hips. Repeat for 25 
counts on one side, then for the 
same number on the other side. 

To kick to the best advantage 
of your hipline, stand erect with 
feet parallel. Tighten the mus- 
cles on the back of the hips, and 
thrust the leg backward from the 
hip in a short, staccatic movement. 
Continue for 25 counts with the 
same leg, rest, and perform with 
the other leg. 

For humps on the side of the 
hips, stand erect, feet parallel. 
Keep your right knee straight, and 
push the leg upward, 
toes out, and swing to the side. 
Come back to position, and swing 
again. 

Those measures are guaranteed 
to slim your hips. But you can 
have slim hips and still not look 
right in slacks.

No Easy Victory 

Evidence daily mounts to prove that the 
extreme optimists who dream of victory over 
the Axis, and end of the war, this year are 
woefully wrong. Such weakly based hopes are, 
in fact, dangerous if voiced aloud. They tend 
to tempt uninformed individuals among us to 
slacken in the war effort and to fatuously 
imagine it is nearly all over “save the shout- 
ing.” 

Winston Churchill in his radio speech of 
Sunday should have successfully countered 
these false optimists when he said he only 
hoped for victory over Germany in 1944, and it 
could quite easily be delayed until 1945. 

British sources which have made a careful 
survey o1 all available information on German 
strength, warn that there is, as yet, no sign of 
eracking ‘n the German war machine. The 
Nazis are so strong that any early end of the 
war is out of the question. 

Yet, these same sources the 
breakdown of German war strength will come 
suddenly, when it does come. There will be 
little if any advance warning of the eventual 


concede, 


collapse. 
Russia may be able to smash German power 


in the east this year. Rommel and his armies 
will, almost certainly, be out of Africa within 
the next two or, at most, three months. Even 
with these successes, however, the United 
Nations will still be far from victory. 

There is the war with the enemy U-boats 
still to win. And there is still to be cracked the 
fortress of defense Germany has built, and is 
still building, inside Europe. 

We cannot expect early victory. No more 
can we expect easy victory. It will only be after 
long-drawn struggle, with inevitable heavy 
casualties and many temporary setbacks, that 
the day will a: last come when our troops may 
marci through the shambles that once was 
Berlin and lift the enslaved peoples of Europe 
out of involuntary bondage to their inhuman 
Nazi masters.

Georgia Manganese 
A dream for decades old may come true, 


because of the war, in the Cartersville section of 
Georgia. According to Director Garland Peyton, 
of the Georgia Division of Mines, Mining and 
Geology, tests are now being made on the 
manganese iron ore deposits there with a view, 
if there is sufficient tonnage to warrant, that 
large-scale production of the manganese ore 


will be launched. 


There is little, if any doubt in the minds of 


Georgians from that part of the state that 
the deposits of manganese ore are more than 
ample to justify whatever expenditure is in- 
volved in getting it out. The known vein of the 
ore is said to be a mile wide and ten miles long. 

There is urgent need for manganese, which 
is used for hardening steel, since the mounting 
demands of war have made heavier and heavier 
demands on former sources of supply. The 
United States used to import the vital com- 
modity from Canada, but Canadian and British 
war demands are now taking the bulk output 
of Canadian mines. Some comes from Brazil, 
in so far as shipping limitations permit. 

It is planned, if the present tests near 
Cartersville prove satisfactory, to seek erection 
of a $100,000 plant for the purifying of the ore. 
Small-scale mining has been conducted in the 
past, but the raw ore has had to be shipped 
to Birmingham for refining to meet standard 
specifications. 

If such a plant is erected, it will bring to 
Georgia another important industry which, 
provided there ts sufficient ore, would prob- 
ably continue operation after the war, for 
peacetime industry. It means, in any event, 
an important contribution, industrially and 
economically, to the Cartersville area and, 
hence to all of northwest Georgia.

Financial Statement 

There has been widespread criticism of 
organized labor groups for alleged failure to 
make financial statements, to give public ac- 
counting of their incomes from initiation fees 
and membership dues and of their expenditures 
of these moneys. 

In some cases this criticism is justified. 
There is, even, a move in congress to make 
such statements mandatory at set intervals. 

The criticism, however, can hardly apply to 
one of the strongest CIO affiliates, the United 
Steelworkers of America, better known, perhaps, 
as the SWOC. This is the union of which Philip 
Murray, head of the entire CIO, is president. 

There has recently been published the audit 
report of the United Steelworkers of America 
for the seven-month period from May 1 to 
November 30, 1942. The report is made by 
Main & Company, well-known firm of ac- 
countants and auditors of Pittsburgh, Pa. This 
company has been employed as auditor of the 
union accounts from the start and set up the 
bookkeeping system not only for the parent 
union but for local affiliates. 

The financial statement shows an excess of 
resources over liabilities, in the union treasury, 
of $1,774,905, a reasonable balance for any 
organization of the size and extent of the 
SWwoc. 

An interesting sidelight is found in the 
report on salaries paid as international office 
expense for the seven-month period. Four inter- 
national officers received, all told, only $30,250; 
total salaries for 44 general office employes was 
$56,802; a legal staff of three persons was paid 
$7,487; a publicity staff of four received only 
$8,854, while the research staff of 7 was paid 
$11,473. No excessive salaries are shown in 
such a report. 

It is unnecessary here to analyze the dry 
statistics of any financial report. Suffice it to 
say there can be no ground for criticism in the 
financial statement of the SWOC and, of course, 
the mere issuance of such a statement imme- 
diately renders charges of financial secrecy 
baseless, in so far as this union is concerned.

Churchill WASHINGTON, 


O March 24.—Just at 

the time when 
- Japan China and Austra- 
lia, backed by American com- 
manders in these countries, were 
pressing for an immediate step- 
ping up of the war against Japan, 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
has put his foot down on this 
move with unmistakable definite- 
ness. 

The substance of the far east- 
ern representations, advanced par- 
ticularly by Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek and by Generals George C. 
Kenney and Richard K. Suther- 
land, recently arrived from Aus- 
tralia, is that the time to strike 
Japan is now. There is no such 
thing, the people insist, as ‘“‘mere- 
ly holding” Japan; that any lull 
in aggressive action against her 
means simply that she will have 
time to organize offensives of her 
own which will cost us many lives 
and greatly postpone the final vic- 
tory. 

There is known to be a power- 


ful faction in both the War and 
Navy Departments that supports 
this view. But now comes Mr. 
Churchill, declaring not only that 
disposal of Japan must wait until 
Germany and Italy are totally de- 
feated, but that large British and 
American forces probably never 
can be mobilized in the Far East. 

“The war with Japan,” he said 
in his speech on Sunday, “will de- 
mand a very different arrange- 
ment of our forces from what it 
is at present. There will certain- 
ly be large numbers of British and 
also, no doubt, United States sol- 
diers whom it will not be phys- 
ically possible to employ .across 
the vast distances and poor com- 


munications of the Japanese war. 
. - » However vigorously the war) 
against Japan is prosecuted there | 
will certainly be a partial de- 


lis that the only feasible way to 


mobilization following the defeat 
of Hitler.” 


In making this state- 
Pleases ment Mr. eo oe 
iti doubtedly- pleases his 
British home folks, who ond 
urally regard Germany as their 
main enemy. But for President 
Roosevelt the problem is not so 
easy. Public opinion polls all have 
indicated that the American peo- 
ple regard the fight with Japan 
as peculiarly our phase of the war 
and they are anxious to get on 
with it. 

It also is true, however, that 
effective American action against 
Japan is largely stymied until 
Britain, or perhaps Russia, get 
ready to help us. One point upon 
which all Allied military and 
naval authorities now are agreed 


get at Japan is through China. 
And the only ways to get suffi- 
cient . supplies into China are 
through British India and Burma 
or Russia, 

One of the opinions that Gen- 
erals Kenney and Sutherland are 
known to have brought back from 
General Douglas MacArthur is 
that the movement against Japan 
by way of Australia has gone 
about as far as it can profitably 
be pressed. Australia, these gen- 
erals have said, has been made 
safe by the successful operations 
in the Solomon Islands and New 
Guinea. They are doubtful as to 
the advantage of taking Rabaul 
or even displacing the Japanese 
from their last remaining New 
Guinea strongholds of Lae and 
Salamaua.

They agree 
completely that the war against 
Japan must be fought, first, by a 
constant and increasing air and 
naval attack upon Japan’s ship 
ping lines, and second, by retaking 
Burma to re-establish the supply 
line to China. 

The British answer to this is 
simple, 
Burma, they say, is essentially one 


of shipping, since that country 
‘could be invaded effectively only 
‘by a joint land and naval force 
striking against its main port of 
Rangoon. 

The Japanese, now operating 
from Singapore and Surabaya, the 
powerful former’ British and 
Dutch bases, have a distinct stra: 
tegic advantage in the Bay of 
Bengal, which they presently con- 
trol. A major Allied fleet would 
be required to cope with them. 
Also, all shipping of supplies to the 
Far East, excepting the small 
quantity sent by air, must go 15,- 
000 miles around the African con- 
tinent. Granted that the British 
have a large native army in India 
it cannot move into Burma with- 
out much greater naval support 
and supplies than now could be 
made available. 

Wherefore the British argue that 
the key to war against Japan, 
even more than to war against 
Germany, is complete repossession 
of the Mediterranean sea, such as 
would release British naval units 
employed there and re-establish 
the short shipping route by way 
of Gibraltar and Suez. 

The real crux of the matter, 
however, is that Mr. Churchill, 
fully backed by Russia, believes 
that the all-important job is to 
whip Hitler, and so long as this 
position is maintained there isn’t 
much that the United States can 
do about it.

ENFORCEMENT TROUBLES Municipal officials and police 


. can tell you some revealing 
little stories of why it is difficult to enforce the law in Atlanta. 

As, for instance— 

In one of those night campaigns against prostitution, Atlanta 
police picked up some women who had been 
working in three of the better-class hotels. 

No hotel of that type wants them. They get 
rid of them as quickly as they discover them. 
But discovery is difficult. Especially is this so 
if the bell boys are venal. 

Two or three of the women gave names of 
the bell boys who had supplied them with 
customers in the hotels. 

The bell boys were arrested. 

Police were surprised to receive a loud 
squawk from the hotel managements with 
promises of lawyers to be hired and court de- 
fenses made in all cases. 7 

That's one story. 

There is anothér which is best illustrated by 
a statement by an official high in the city gov- 
ernment. 

“If ministers would preach a special sermon 
to their property-owning deacons we might get 

somewhere,” said the official. 


“Why?” I asked. 
“It goes like this,” he said. “Recently we raided and arrested 


inmates of some of these joints in which drunks hang out and in 
which women of a dubious character are found. 

“What happened? Immediately we got squawks from the 
property owner. Some of them are well-known names in Atlanta. 
They are all for law enforcement until it touches their rentals. 
Many of the joints are in old buildings which have been allowed to 
go down hill until about all they will support is some hamburger 
or wiener or beer joint. 

“The person raided reports to the property owner that he will 
not be able to carry on his business and pay rent if the police 
bother him. The property owner comes right back to police with a 
protest that the joint in his building may have a few prostitutes 
in it and a few drunks but that the owner is obeying the law and 
why pick on him? 

“I will be willing to supply any interested minister with the 
names of some of his deacons who own property which houses a 
joint,” said the police official. 

“All of this may make it easier to understand why even a good 
honest copper develops a very cynical attitude toward the polite 
resolutions which various associations pass, asking police to enforce 
the law and eliminate the joints,” he concluded. 


NOT DIFFICULT All this, of course, is old stuff to police 

officers. One of the worst joints in town— 
almost in mid-town—is controlled by a notorious character with a 
police record. The operator more than likely is a front for him. 

He has had “friends,” some of them in council, come to his 
assistance in times of trouble. When his liquor licenses were re- 
voked some months ago, council voted them back to him. This 
despite the fact he legally is not entitled to have a liquor license 
because of his record. 

The joint which he controls is a large one and well fitted out, 
but it is a common joint, just the same. A lot of youngsters get 
into it and soldiers, with money to spend, get into it in large numbers. 

You can walk into it about 5 o’clock any afternoon and it will 
be found in a near disorderly condition. 

But, no smart cop is going to arrest. the manager or raid the 
joint as a common dive because he knows very well that the in- 
fluences wouldn’t like it. It wouldn’t do the cop any good. 

This is all common knowledge to anyone familiar with the way 
municipal police have to work, but it always seems to surprise 
the average citizen. 

There isn’t much the mayor can do. The mayor of Atlanta has 
little authority. I have not been in his office since he was elected, 
but I would wager in his mail are squawks from property owners 
every time a joint in one of their buildings is raided. 


A GOOD TOWN I mention all these things because Atlanta 
is a good, decent town with fewer joints 


and less crime than any other town of its size. It is a city of homes 


and of people who like to live in the town. 

It is a rotten shame that a few racketeers, of the small-fry va- 
riety, and a few men with records are allowed to have any in- 
fluence. 

I guess it is just as bad, and maybe worse, to have owners of 
run-down, shabby old buildings using their influence to protect 
the operator of a common joint where bums and prostitutes hang 
out and where innocent people and dumb kids can go if they wish. 

I put all this down because I don’t think the mayor and the 
chief of police and the police themselves deserve to bear the brunt 


of criticism. Licenses can be revoked. And the Beer Institute can 


shut off a few of the glittering joints with profit. 

They have learned the hard way that a great many influential 
persons are for law enforcement so long as it doesn’t cost them 
anything personally. : 

It would be really interesting to let police report who owns 
the properties which are operated as houses of prostitution and as 
common joints. 

It would also be interesting to have them tell you what rack- 
eteers can whisper the name of a cop who has done his job and 
get him in bad. 

There isn’t much of this sort of thing. 

There is less of it in this town than any other one of its size, 
We've got, by comparison, the cleanest town I know. 

put, things are getting a little worse and there isn’t any reason 
to have what we've got. 

And the police—generally—are not to blame. 

That really is my story.

She is the greatest of living women, and one of the greatest of 
all time, and none can doubt that the ideal arrangement she ad-

But in a world of imperfect and unsaintly men, would forgive- 
ness of war’s brutalities be wise or just or decent? 

When gangsters have robbed and slain and tortured the help- 
less for months or years, and at last are caught, nobody thinks they 
should be forgiven and set free. 

Are right and wrong changed:by calling bandits soldiers? Is 
there one standard of justice for little offenders and another for 
great offenders? Surely there is no justice in permitting war- 
makers—to loot and burn and torture and slaughter for years, and 
then at last say to their conquerors: “Well, the game is over, and 
now you may forgive us and call it quits.” 

Some will say that only the guilty leaders should be punished, 
but where does guilt end? Is a dictator guilty, but his chief aids 
innocent because they obey orders? 

Even dictators cultivate and must have the support of publie 
opinion. Their people approve and cheer their crimes—while they 
are winning. 

Retreating Germans cut down orchards in France, as retreating 
Germans are now burning and dynamiting Russian cities—not for 
any military purpose, but in revenge for their defeat. Are such 
crimes to be unpunished? 

Word comes from Europe that Germans wish to stop the bomb- 
ing of all cities. It is no longer fun, as it was when they destroyed 
a great city in Holland after its surrender. The Devil is sick; the 
Devil a saint would be. 

So all who have behaved like beasts will believe in sweet broth- 
erhood when they are whipped. But what of their victims? Are 
they alone to suffer? And who will be safe if criminals are forgiven 
and set free?

Brutal Bandit

J. D. Leach could dish out pun- 
ishment to his victims in true 
gang style, but proved a piker 
when it came to taking it. 

Arraigned yesterday before a 
jury and Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy, 
of Fulton superior court, on 
charges of robbery, Leach quailed 
when he heard the prosecutor de- 
mand the death penalty. 

According to the _ evidence, 
Leach, member of a gang which 
committed a series of robberies in 
Atlanta, struck 69-year-old P. H. 
Johnson on the back of the head 
with a blunt instrument as John- 
son was locking the door of his 
liquor store at 1215 Spring street, 
N. W., last February 16. As John- 
son turned, according to the 
record, Leach struck him another 
blow on the forehead. Because of 
this and’ because he was charged 
with using a machinegun in an- 
other robbery, Prosecutor J. R. 
Parham demanded the extreme 
penalty. 

Leach, whose long police record 
shows him a veteran of many 
prisons, winced at the thought and 
doubtless also mindful that the 
pardon racket is no longer func- 
tioning, conferred with his attor- 
ney. The result was that Leach 
withdrew his case from the jury 
and entered a plea of guilty. To 
this the prosecutor assented, al- 
though continuing to ask the death 
penalty. Judge Pomeroy sentenc- 
ed the prisoner to a minimum and 
maximum of 20 years on one count 
and gave him 10 years on four 
others, these to run concurrently 
with the first sentence. 

Two other members of the gang, 
A. D. Samples and Jerry Thomp- 
son, pleaded guilty to the same 
charges. The former was given 
seven to ten years and the latter, 
because he was only 17, four to 
six years. 

Among the robberies committed 
by the gang was that of Liggett’s 
drug store, Luckie and Forsyth 
streets, on February 3. Accord- 


ing to the police, the gang seized

1186 Oglethorpe avenue, S. W..,| 
were informed yesterday—via 
Dayton, Ohio, and Oberlin, Pa.— 
that their son, Richard, is a pris- 
oner of the Japanese government. 

Picked up by short wave radio 
Sunday night by E. E. Alderman, 


of Dayton, and I. F. Bender, of 
Oberlin, a note written by Richard 
was read by a Japanese broad- 
caster from Tokyo, and sent to 
the Becks in Atlanta. 

“Dear Mother,” the note read, 
“I am well and receive good treat- 
ment. Do not worry. I am grate- 
ful for the courtesy shown me by 
the Japanese government for per: 
mitting this message, I hope you 
are well. I’m actually getting fat. 
I now weigh 135 pounds. Love 
to all, Richard.” 

According to Mrs. Beck, her son 
weighed approximately 140 pounds 
when he enlisted in the Army but, 
she added, he may have lost 
weight on Corregidor. 

The last name on the message 
was not understood, but an address 
to Richard’s aunt, Mrs. George M. 
Smith, of Lake Forrest, IIL, was 
given. 

“Richard could not give our 
present address because he doesn’t 
know where we are,” his mother 
explained, “nor does he know that 
he has a 7-month-old baby brother, 
James.” 

This was the first word received 
from Beck, a private first class in 
the Army Air Corps, who was sent 
to the Philippines in September, 
1941, his mother said, although his 
parents recognized a picture of 
him among a group of American 
soldiers captured by the Japs on 
Corregidor in the August 24 issue 
of Life magazine. 

After attending high school in 
West Terre ‘*aute, Ind., Beck was 
employed at a country club at 
Lake Forrest, near Chicago, II1., 
before enlisting in the Army. He 
was stationed in Hawaii before go- 
ing to the Philippines.
